A number  of  the  examples  of  extraordinary  Suzu-mono 
or  pewter  now  shown  in  the  Copley  Hall  were  secured 
from  various  daimyo  families  with  whom  I was  fortunately 
brought  into  contact  during  my  visit  to  Japan  last  year, 
for,  such  have  been  the  exigencies  of  war  time,  many 
scions  of  honored  lineage  have  been  willing  to  part,  pro 
patria,  with  treasures  to  which  they  would  otherwise  have 
held  most  tenaciously,  — wonderful  pictorial  arts,  arms 
borne  by  their  ancestors,  antique  mirrors,  and  magnificent 
pewter  wares.  The  latter  was  carefully  held  intact  by  me 
to  please  my  Boston  patrons.  I dare  to  say  that  such  a thor- 
oughly valuable  collection  of  Suzu-mono  or  oriental  pewter 
ware  under  one  roof  will  never  occur  again  in  Japan  or 
America.
